The Attorney-General’s opinion cit­ 
ed Section 4849 of the Revised Stat 
utes of Missouri, 1919, which provid 
es that in case of a tie vote, “the tie 
shall be determined by lot by the can­ 
vassers” . 
It is pointed out by 
the 
opinion that the Legislature did not 
fix any particular method of 
proce 
dure to be followed by the election 
canvassers in setttling such a situa­ 
tion, but that it would 
be 
legal to 
adopt any method which would deter­ 
mine the question. 


New Madrid, August 9.—Miss An­ 
nie Watkins, rural route 1, of Hayti, 
won first honors in the cotton grad­ 
ing contest held under the auspice' of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture 
at a special meeting of the Stanley 
Community Association Saturday af­ 
ternoon, August 7.

first prize, which was awarded by the 
Missouri Cotton Growers’ Association 
through its secretary Jesse M. Miles 
of New Madrid, Miss Watkins ranked 
highest among more than 50 contest­ 
ants, 20 of whom were women. Miss 
Ifazel Hamili, Route 1, Portageville, 
on second in the contest in which the 
w'omen clearly demonstrated 
their 
superiority as cotton graders over the 
men. 
The contest was judged by Ben P. 
Phillips of Little Rock, Ark., Cotton 
Classer 
for 
the 
Arkansas Cotton 
Growers’ Association, who used a set 
of universal 
Cotton 
Standards 
to 
demonstrate the recognized Govern­ 
ment grade of cotton. 
About 
300 
people 
attended the 
meeting which was arranged by M. 
D. 
Amburgery, 
County 
Extension 
Agent of Caruthersville and was one 
of the best of 10 such contests held 
in Dunklin and 
Pemiscot 
Counties 
last week. 
Among the speakers 
on 
the program were: G. H. Banks, rep­ 
resenting the Arkansas Cotton Grow­ 
e rs’ Association, who described 
the 
system used by the Association 
in 
marketing cotton co-operatively. 
He 
said he was for the co-operative sys­ 
tem because it was right in principle, 
simple in application, encouraged ef­ 
ficiency in production by paying the 
farmer on the basis of grade, color, 
length of staple and character, and 
the farmer received more for his cot­ 
ton than by selling it in the seed on 
a flat rate basis. 
In discussing the “Losges to Farm ­ 
ers From Selling Cotton in the Seed”, 
it was pointed out by H arry C. Hen>- 
sley of the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture, that many farmers in South­ 
east Missouri are using the poorest 
method known by selling cotton on a 
fiat rate basis in the 
seed 
rather 
than by selling it on its merits in the 
bale. 
He discussed the conclusions 
in two recently published bulletins of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
and stated that according to the data 
presented therein and on the basis of 
the census figures of cotton produc­ 
tion in Missouri for 1925, in which 
the state produced the largest crop in 
its history, 292,950 bales, 
that 
the 
losses thru selling in the seed easily 
would amount to $2,500.000. 
These 
losses are of two kinds: 
First, 
the 
direct loss to the farmers who could 
get more by selling in the bales 
on 
the basis of merit, and second because 
the system tends to lower the grade 
of cotton so that 
it has 
less value 
which results in a great 
economic 
loss to this section of the state.

to the lowest point since 1924 when 
it was w orth a little more than six­ 
ty cents. 
The bulletin points out: 
“The general level of farm prices 
dropped from 139 to 135 per cent of 
the pre-w ar level from June 15 
to 
Ju ly 15, according 
to 
the monthly 
price index of the D epartm ent of A g ­ 
riculture. 
A t 139 the general level 
of farm prices is fourteen points be­ 
low Ju ly a year ago.

Chicago, A ugust 9.— Poultry to the 
value of 1,500,000 is stolen annually 
from Illinois farm ers, G. V. Gregory, 
editor of the P rairie F arm er declar­ 
ed here today, following six m onths’ 
investigation, in which he visited sev 
eral thousand Illinois farms. 
‘‘Thievery is the g reatest menace 
to 
poultry 
raising Illinois and is 
causing m any farm ers to give up the 
business”, G regory said. 
‘‘Since F eb­ 
ru ary of this year, the Prairie F a rm ­ 


er, w ith the co-operation of the Illi­ 
nois 
P oultry D ealers’ 
Association,; 
has been 
conducting 
an 
intnesive j 
cam paign against poultry thieves, 
| 
“Since February 
1, 
the 
Prairie 
F a rm e r has paid out 
$2350 in 
re“'1 
w ards for the arrest and conviction I 
of poultry thieves. 
Forty-one thiev­ 
es have been sentenced as a direct re ­ 
sult of this cam paign, some have re­ 
ceived term s of 20 years in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
“ Many of these thieves operate in 
organized groups, while others are lo­ 
cal boys who steal 
to 
get 
a little 
spending money. 
The most effective 
method of com bating 
thieves 
is to 
form local 
protective 
associations, 
sim ilar to the oldtime vigilance asso­ 
ciations. 
More than 50 such associa 
tions have been

in Illinois 
during the past six months.

“ From June 15 to July 15, the farm
